. Milwaukee, Wis.. May 19.-^Serious 
fires are. sweeping three sections of 
Wisconsin and upper Michigan. A 
track 30 miles square has been swept 
by forest fires near Escanaba, Mich, 
and several Tillages destroyed. Ser- 
'eral lives may have been lost. The 
city of Stanley, a town of 5,000, in 
Chippewa county, is reported to be in 
flames. The tillage of Auburndale, 
Wood county, was swept by fire, 
which started in a lumber yard, de- 
stroying property valued at $100,000. 


The forest fire Is sweeping four 


counties in northern Wisconsin. The 
area embraces 200 square miles. 


.The country swept by the flames 


varies from pine timber land to bar- 
rens. Part is iron mining country and 
the district includes immense tracts 
of hardwood which has never been 
touched with the ax. In the barrens, 
settlers have taken up their residence, 
and it is for these that the greatest 
anxiety is felt. 


Information received at Marinette is 


that the village of Shaffer, on the Met- 
ropolitan branch of the Northwestern 
railroad, in Dickinson county, was 
wiped out. No word could be received 
as to the loss of life, if any. Shaffer 
is a lumber town, owned by the Cleve- 
land-Cliff company. The village con- 
sisted of a big mill and a couple of 
hotels, with warehouses and head- 
quarters for the lumber camps. 


Fire, which started from a spark 


from the Northwestern mill, has been 
raging at Stanley, Wis. Over 100 resi- 
dences and a dozen business buildings 
have been destroyed, and the loss is 
estimated at $200,000. Engines and 
firemen sent from nearby towns kept 
the 'flames out of the main business 
section. 


The 'village of Saunders, in Iron 


j county, a lumber town directly north 


of Florence, Wis., has also been swept 
by the flames. Here, as at Shaffer, 
many may have met death. The town 
consists of a few residences, four sa- 
loons, a couple of hotels and a big 
sawmill.

In one of these the 
king and queen of Greece sat, and as 
the runners kept spurting for a lead 
the monarch shouted encouragement to 
them.
